Washington, Dec. 17.— After the re- 
turn of the Canadian Premier and tho 
Minister of Fisheries from Washington 
1 ist month, an authorized statement wan 
given out from Ottawa on the contents 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's reply to tho 
proposition of ex-Secretary Foster, the 
American negotiator in the seal confer- 
ence. ThiB was confirmed by Sir Loais 
Davies in a public address at Toronto, in 
which it was added that in return for 
the settlement of the fur seal question 
satisfactory to the United States, Cana- 
da would expect, among other conces- 
sions, a reciprocity arrangement which 
would admit into the United States free 
of duty lumber, coal, fish, barloy, eggs, 
potatoes and other farm produce. The 
communications exchanged between Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and Mr. Foster are now 
for the firat time published, aud are as 
follows : 

Pitivv Council, Canada, 

Ottawa, 24th Nov., 1897. 

Dear Mr. Fostkb: — Your memor- 
andum embracing the substance of the 
proposals made by you at a conference 
held between you and myself, Sir Louis 
Davies and Mr. Adam, of the British 
embassy, has been submitted by me 
Bince my return to Ottawa to my col- 
leagues. Your Eecond proposition prac- 
tically embodies the suggestions made 
by myself and my colleagues, and meets, 
I need hardly say, with the full approval 
of the Canadian government. 

Though the regulations prepared by 
the Paris tribunal for the killing of seals 
in Behring sea and in the Pacific ocean 
have been made revisable only at tho 
end of five years, we are quite willing to 
enter at once, and without waiting for 
Ihe and of the period thus tixed, into 
an agreement to review tho whole 
seal question with the object 
of settling by treaty stipulations, 
not that question alone, but all othors 
in which at present the relations be- 
tween the^two countries are not aB satis- 
factory as they ought to be, viz., the 
protection of fish in the waters of riverB 
and lake contiguous to the United Statea 
and Canada, the subject of reciprocal 
immigration, commercial reciprocity, or 
any other unsettled questions between 
the United Statea and Canada which 
either government may tee proper to 
brinir forward. 

This proposition, however, is made by 
you contingent upon and subject to the 
condition contained in the lirst : " That, 
the governments of Great Britain and 
the United Statea cirree at once to a. 
modus vivendi providing for a complete 
suspension of the killing of seals in all 
the waters of the Pacific ocean and Bell- 
rina sea, for one year from December, 
1807, and for a suspension of all killingof 
seals on the Pribylolf islands for the 
same period." There nre dilliculties in 
agreeing to that proposition which I fear 
will be found insuperable. 

Immediately on my return I requested 
my colleague Sir Louis Davis, to obtain 
information as to the number of sealers 
who are fitting out for the coming year's 
operations and the appropriate compen- 
eantion it would be expected to bo paid 
to them in case pelauic sealing was pro- 
hibited for a year. The information fur- 
nished mo is to the effect that tho fleet 
is preparing as usual, that tho prohibi- 
tion of pelagic sealing for a year would 
practically destroy tho business for sev- 
eral years, because the masters, tho 
mates, and the crews, for the larger part 
belonging to other parts of Canada, 
would leave British Columbia. The sum 
which would be demanded as compensa- 
tion is far beyond what it would 
be possible for us to induce par- 
liament to vote, even if we 
could recommend it. Under these 
circumstances and in view of the finding 
of the experts at the late conference that 
" in the great reduction of tho pelagic 
catch of late years compared with tho 
gradual decrease of the herd, tbero ia a 
tendency toward equilibrium, or a stage 
at which the numbers of the breeding 
herd would neither increase nor de- 
crease".; aud further that "the 
diminution of tho herd is yet far from a 
stage which involves or threatens the 
actual extermination of tho species, ho 
long as it is protected in its haunts on 
land," I am in hopes that you will agree

to the proposition submitted at our ver- 
bal conference by Sir Louis Davies nnd 
myself, and notpreBS for the immediate 
Buspension of pelagic sealing. 

The coast catch during the months of 
January, February, March and April, 
aB gauged by the catches of the past few 
yearB, ia very email. Last year the 
catch of the" Canadian sealing fleet 
amounted to only 6,100, and in the year 
before 8,350. If' ttie fleet therefore are 
permitted to prosecute pelagic sealing 
for these four months but little compar- 
ative harm would be done to tho herd. 
Following itieso months ia the season 
embracing May, June and July, during 
which, of course, no pelagic sealing can 
be carried on except on tho Asiatic 
coast. It appears to me, there- 
fore, highly probable that the 
joint commission suggested could 
linally conclude its labors long 
before the time when under the Paris 
tegulationa pelagic sealing could begin 
in Behring sen. If that commission 
reached a satisfactory conclusion and the 
congress of tho United States approved 
of it, there would be no ditlioulty in ob- 
taining the necessary Imperial legisla- 
tion to carry out whavever recommen- 
dations might be agreed on witti respect 
to the suspension or cessation of pelagic 
sealing in time to prevent prosecution of 
the business in Behring sea next year. 

It is obvious, however, that any conclu- 
sion which might be readied l>y the joint 
committee must, to be ell'ective, bo ratified 
by Congress as well its by Imperial legisla- 
tion, ami unless tlu; session of Congress 
which opens in the coming month, Decem- 
ber, and closes, I understand, about the -1th 
of March, ratifies any treaty which might 
he agreed to before its termination, it would 
necessarily lie over lor another year. This 
would involve the renewal of "the suspen- 
sion for a second year, with a further chum 
fur compensation on the part of the sealers. 

I would also more strongly urge upon 
you the view here presented because 
pelagic .sea ing, being at. present a legiti- 
mate business carried on under the snnc- 
tion of the Paris regulations, cannot he 
stopped until the Imperial parliament lias 
enacted the necessary legislation prohibit- 
ing it, and as that parliament will not 
meet until early in February next it seems 
DbviOUS that such legislation could not be 
Doped for until, at any rate, late in tin-', 
month of February . At that date the re- 
sult of the labors of the joint coin mission, 
if it were constituted at an early date, 
would be known and could be submitted 
for approval at the coming session of Con- 
gress. 

IT nderall these circumstances, therefore, 
we do not see how it is possible to agree 
to the suggested suspension, but we see no 
reason to doubt, if the appointment ofn 
joint commission results in the submission 
of a treaty which Congress would ratify, 
the necessary Imperial legislation could be 
procured in time to carry out its recommen- 
dation with regard to Behring sea scaling 
before the close season each ami pela/ic 
sealing begins, nnd so attain the object you 
have in view.

When it is proposed to negotiate for the 
surrender of the legal right ot pelagic seal- 
ing, we are told that this cannot bo brought 
about by a fair compensation to those en- 
gaged in tho industry, but that the ques- 
tion must be included with a number of 
other subjects having no relation to it 
whatever, and that it must wait, the fate of 
all these matters, some of which, such as 
commercial reciprocity and the tariff, are 
very complex in their character; and 
others, as the northeastern sea fisheries, of 
long standing :>-mi very dlllicult of adjust- 
ment. 

Notwithstanding, the President feels that 
the subject of the proper protection of the 
souls should not be complicated with other 
questions of intricate public policy and 
conflicting interests. In bis earnest desire 
to promote a more friendly state of re- 
lations between the two neighboring coun- 
tries he has consented that all those ques- 
tions should be embraced in one series of 
negotiations if meanwhile a modus vivendi 
could be agreed upon which would save the 
seals from destruction while the negotia- 
tions were in progress. 

You have been misinformed as to the 
duration of the coming congress, and it 
will continue beyond the 4th of March next, 
without constitutional limitation. But it 
could hardly be anticipated that the sub- 
jects which you desire to have con- 
sidered would be adjusted by treaty 
stipulations and the necessary legisla- 
tion result with the dispatch indicated in 
your letter, even with the most friendly 
spirit of conciliation. The variety of ques- 
tions to be considered and the interests to 
be considered would compel deliberation in 
the negotiations and might create discus- 
sion before legislation could he secured. 

1 li ive explained at length the reasons 
which control the President in adhering to 
the position which under his instructions 1 
assumed during our informal conference, 
because of my wish to have you under- 
stand that we are greatly desirous 
of bringing about a better understanding 
with your government. 1 am extremely 
sorry and great ly disappointed that your 
visit to Washington gives so little promise 
of satisfactory results, but I entertain the 
hope that it may bear good fruits. I re- 
main, with sentiments of the highest

UNITED STATES ARGUMENT. 

It Was Unneighborly for Canada to Seek a 
Share In the Immense Profits 
ot Sealing. 

To the communication printed above Mr. 
Foster replied as follows: 

Department of State, 

Washington, Dec. '2nd, 1897. 

Dear Sir Wilfrid: — I received on the 
30th ult., through the British embassy, 
your letter of the 23th ult., in which you 
Kindly communicate your answer to the 
proposition »hich I submitted in the con- 
terencc which I had the pleasure to hold 
with vim, your colleague and Mr. Adam of 
the H'ritisli embassy, on the 10th ult. Your 
answer is in eilect a declination of my pro- 
position and a renewal of the proposition 
made in the conference by Sir Louis Da- 
vies and which at the time I stated my 
government could not accept. 

The considerations in support of your 
colleagues' proposal, restated by you, have 
been submitted to the President, and he 
directs me to express his regret that they 
are not of such a nature as to justify him 
in reversing the position taken by me in our 
conference, You intimated that if pelagic 
sealing is continued during the earlier 
months of the Near the catch would not 
exceed six thousand, which you think 
would do little harm to the herd. This 
might be the case it' it was in its 
normal condition, but such a catch would 
he approximately equal to 30,00X1 in normal 
times, and in its present depleted condition 
would create II serous inroad on tin- herd. 
The state of "equalibriuin" contemplated 
by t he experts, to winch you refer, « as at a 
still inure depleted stage than even now ex- 
ists. It is admitted that the industry is at 
present, unprofitable for both tin- lessees 
nnd the pelagic sealers. Should the hertl 
reach the equalibriuin pointed out by you, 
it will have passed the period when nego- 
tiations will be of any avail. 

But m addition to the injury that a con- 
tinuance ol i early pelagic scaling will do the 
herd, it will also . atail on the I nited 
States the heavy expense of patrol during 
the entire summer, even though a settle- 
ment should be reached, as you think pos- 
sible, before August, as the Victoria tleel 
will he at sea. an expense which for the 
past four years has been .$lij0,(j00 annually. 

In view of your statement thai parlia- 
ment would not convene t ill February , we 
would be.piite willing to have I be prt>| >sotl 
suspension of sealing take effect at such a 
date in February as would enable the 
necessary legislation to be pissed, provided 
a modus vivendi could be signed at once. 
Such an arrangement, it is believed, would 
obviate the legal dillictilty to which you 
refer. 

There is no disposition on our part to 
embarrass the Dominion government by 
asking impossible or unreasonable condi- 
tions. This is more apparent when I recall 
the fact 1 1 1 at lour years ago, when the I'n'is 
tribunal rendered us award, thai body "in 
view of the critical conditions" u> which 
the herd was reduced recommended the 
two governments to suspend the killing ol 
seals for a period of two or three years. II' 
such a measure was called for then, how 
much more reasonable is the request for a 
single sea -on suspension now, after four 
more years of disastrous slaughter of seals, 
during which period the experts agree, the 
herd has steadily declined. 

Your frank, courteous letter reveals the 
fact, to which I had occasion to refer during 
your friendly visit to this city, and which 
constitutes serious obstacles to our negotia- 
tions. We seem to have failed to impress 
upon the Canadian government, past or 
present, our view that pelagic sealing 
ought to be voluntarily given up because it 
is unneighborly, in that it destroys a valu- 
able industry of our government, and in- 
humane because it is exterminating a 
noble race ol animals useful to the world. 

We paid Russia a large sum for Alaska, 
ami die chief prospective return then 
visible was the sealing industry, which had 
yielded the Russian government and sub- 
jects large profits. We enjoyed tho indus- 
try undisturbed for fifteen yeirs, reaping a 
rich return to tho government and the 
iesseos, the revenue to the federal treasury 
up to 1891 being estimated at over $1 1 ,ou0,- 
OuO, a sum much larger than was paid to 
Kussia for the entire territory. 

Suddenly tho pelagic sealers entered upon 
the work ol destruction and they have 
brought the industry to the point when it 
is no longer profitable. This work of de- 
struction has been prosecuted us a conceded 



A CARDINAL IN THE LORDS. 

Proposal of This Nature Said to I3e Before 
the British Premier. 

London, Dec. IS. — A despatch to the 
Chronicle from Rome says that Vatican 
officials confirm the report that the Duke 
of Norfolk, the British postmaster- 
general, haB approached Prime Minister 
Salisbury with ft view to obtaining the 
admisBiouof Cardinal Vauehan into the 
House of Lords. The admission of the 
Cardinal would greatly please tiie Pope. 
Assuming that there is any truth in tho 
despatch, the only means whereby the 
Cardinal could enter the House of Lords 
would be his creation as a temporaly 
peer. His creed would be a barrier to 
Hi s entering on the Bame footing as tho 
English bishops. 



RUSSIA IN OCCUPATION. 

A Squadron Takes Up Quarters at Port Ar- 
thur for Winter Shelter. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. IS,— It is an- 
nounced that a Russian squadron under 
Bear Admiral Keounow, has entered the 
harbor of Port Arthur, on the Chinese 
coast, with the entire acquiesence of the 
Chinese government. The squadron in- 
tends to remain at Port Arthur also 
throughout the winter. This is due 
solely to tho neetl of a temporary winter 
station, and there is no question of for- 
cible occupation or hostile demonstra- 
tion, or any intention against China, 
Cerinany, Japan or other power. 

More German Consuls. 
Bciti. in", Dec. IS. — The government has 
decided to make a considerable increase 
in tiie number of professional consuls, 
especially in the United States, in the 
British colonies and in South America. 
A number of recent cases in these coun- 
tries show the necessity of maintaining 
trained consuls of diplomatic experi- 
ence in many places now served by local 
residents.

Criminal Actions Taken by Provincial Min- 
isters Against Publishers of Oppo- 
sltioa Newspapers.

and that they ore lending such their 
official influence and official knowledge 
as such members of the said 
executive council to tho promotion of com- 
panies of a questiouaule character [mean- 
lngiu rjf-urd to honesty] for a valuable con- 
sideration, direct or indirect to a largo 
amount, paid or given by such 
companies to each of them the said John 
Herbert Turner and Charles Edward Pooley 
therefor and that such their conduct con- 
tituted a corrupt bargain and sale of theni- 
elves and prostitution of such their pub- 
lic offices for their own private gain as men 
in high places, meaning their said places 
as such minister of finance and agriculture 
and president of such executive council."

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A PROPER COURSE. 

The Hon. Mesors. Turner and Pooley 
have laid information nguinat Beveral 
parties for libel in connection with tho 
allegations printed in some of the pro- 
vincial newspapers as to their connec- 
tion with a company organized in Lon- 
don to do business on the Yukon.

Attacks have 
been made upon them which cannot very 
well be adequately met in any other way 
than to compel their assailants to justify 
their course in the courts or take the 
consequences. Under these circum- 
stances it would be manifestly improper 
for tho Colonist to do anything more 
than chronicle the fact that proceedings 
have been begun, and to express the 
hope that hereafter the opponents of the 
government will be able to conduct their 
political campaign in such a manner 
that measures of this nature may not be 
necessary. 

ABOUT MIRACLES. 

Readers of tho New Testament are in 
many caseB considerably troubled over 
the Btoriea of the miracles. They find it 
difficult to accept them as true and they 
feel aB if to reject them is to destroy the 
wholo value of the gospel narrative, for 
eo large a part of the record of Christ's 
life deals with miraculous occur- 
rences that, if these are to bo cast aside, 
the credibility of what remains iB eeri- 
ously impaired, if not altogether de- 
stroyed. Clearly there would be no 
longer any use to claim that tho New 
Testament is an inspired volume, if the 
things relied upon to demonstrate the 
divinity of Jesus are to be dismissed 
from consideration. Nor are we helped 
any by the pious contention that Chris- 
tianity is a greater miracle than any re- 
corded in the GospelB, for this is simply 
a begging of the question. It is desir- 
able, therefore, to inquire as to whether 
there is anything intrinsically improb- 
able in what are ordinarily called mira- 
cles. This iB aa far as it is necessary to 
go; for if they are probable, the 
establishment of the occurrence of any 
one of thorn aa an actual fact is 
einiply a matter of evidence. But we 
may be asked if it is not a matter of 
evidence in any case. We answer that 
is it, but that very much leea evidence 
is required to prove what we are con- 
vinced in advance might happen than 
would bo needed to establish something 
which we are not prepared to admit 
might happen. 

What then is a miracle? A miracle is 
not something done in defiance of the 
laws of nature, although this is the 
common understanding of the word. It 
is rather something that is done in ac- 
cordance with some paramount and un- 
familiar law of nature. To illustrate, 
ai>'l ..^lely to illustrate the idea of a 
paramount law and not to tlemonstiate 
bow it may act, let us take the case of 
an inferior court. It has certain powers, 
but beyond thece it cannot go. The 
superior court can, however, take cog- 
nizance of the mutters iu litigation in 
the inferior court and deal with Ihem in 
a manner materially different to what 
the lower cotut can. Vet we would not 
Bay that the act of the superior court 
was contrary to the law of the lower 
court, but rather that the inferior juris- 
diction exercised its powers titihject to 
the right of the higher tribunal to take 
any case out of its bands. 

If we concede the existence of a force 
in the Universe paramount to the ordin- 
ary laws of matter, we will find no diffi- 
culty in regirdine w hat are called mini- 
fies as within t.Se range of probability. 
The next question to be inquired into is 
whether there is any evidence of the ex- 
igence of such a paramount force. We 
shall not attempt any argument on this 
point, for into articles of the length ad- 
mirable j in a newspaper column, no 
satisfactory argument on such a subject 
could bo compressed. We note, how- 
ever, that only the very small minority 
of mankind baa ever questioned the ex- 
istence of such a force. Tens of thou- 
sands of peoplo order their Uvea without 
regard to its existence; but the actual 
number of those who wholly deny it ia 
very small. There ia no mental diffi- 
culty In the way of conceiving its exist- 
ence. Indeed a mental effort ia required 
to thrust the "hypothesis of God" out 
of tho Universe. Of course, whon one 
speaks in this way of a partnount force 
or u doity, he does not mean a mere 
theological conception, lie does not 
mean something which the ingenuity 
of ecclefciastics lias invented and in 
accordance with which they have 



endeavored to square everything that 
has been, is or will be. What ia meant 
ia the conclusion to which profound re- 
search into the secrete of nature drives 
the investigator. We must diamiaB in 
an investigation of this kind everything 
based upon mere faith, but it ia allow- 
able to infer logical deductions from 
established spiritual data. We think we 
may say with certainty that no true sci- 
entific man has ever expressed hie disbe- 
lief in the existence of this paramount 
force. Herbert Spencer went aB far as 
any one, and ho got no further than to 
Bay "I think I perceive " no necessity 
for supposing any power to exist exter- 
nal to matter. While it is aa true now 
as it was in the days of Job that man 
cannot by searching through the phys- 
ical universe find out God, it is also true 
that he cannot reach a point in his re- 
searches where he can Bay there iu no 
need for tho hypothesis of a paramount 
power. This negative evidence, taken 
in connection with the common consent 
of humanity as to the existence of a 
doity, warrants any one in accepting it as 
proved that such a power exists, aud if 
it existB, then miracles are not improb- 
able and their occurrence becomes a mere 
matter of evidence. 

It may he ad led that nothing of im- 
portance, ao far as religious truth is con- 
cerned, turns upon the probability of 
miracles. There are simpler teets than 
miracles by which the divinity of Christ'a 
teachings can be tested, and everyone 
can apply theae lor himself. These teeta 
are personal. We find in the Gospels, 
in tho writings of the Apostles, and in 
some of the hooka of the Old Testament, 
certain doctrines laid down, and we are 
told that certain results will follow from 
the observance of those doctrines. We 
are alBO told by a multitude of witnesses 
that auch results have followed from the 
observance of such doctrine?. We are 
told further that any person can test tho 
efficacy of these doctrines himself, by a 
simple mental act. Until one baa at- 
tempted this test in a bona fide manner 
and failed, he has no right to ask for a 
miracle to convince him that tho teach- 
ing of Christ is divino in ita origin. 

It would follow what has been said 
above that if miracleB were probable 
they may be performed now. We see no 
difficulty in assenting to this, nor do we 
bso any reason for attempting to demon- 
strate ttiat the paramount force above 
referred to may not be called into opera- 
tion at any time by any person. In- 
deed, if we admit that it can be, many 
things, otherwise inexplicable, become 
comparatively clear, and we find an ex- 
planation of the remarkable things ac- 
complished apparently by no other 
agency, so far as human action is con- 
cerned, than faith. If it is true, aa one 
of the most eminent scientific men of 
the day said not long ago, that we are 
after thousands of years of experi- 
ment, only on the threshold of knowl- 
edge of the propertiea of metals, it surely 
ia not unreasonable to Buggest that we 
have only como to tho threshold of the 
domain of investigation into that which 
is superhuman, and there ia no more 
difficulty in believing that some pure 
and powerful minda have penetrated 
beyond the mist, which envelop most of 
ua.and caught a glimpse of trie ineffable 
glory of the higher nature of things, 
than there ia in believing that a snow- 
capped mountain may lift its head ao far 
above the clouds, that never, by day or 
night, i3 there anything between it aud 
heaven. 



from tho aim's surface, gradually taking 
the form of a sphere. From this basis 
it ia eaaily to build up a very Btartling 
theory, and we aro told that the loss by 
the sun of ao much matter ia likely to 
have dieastroua effectB upon the earth. 
Again wo are told that the new planet 
will be discharged at tho earth, with 
which it is expected to come in contact, 
and of courso end all mundane things in 
very short order, Professor Brooks, of 
the Smith Observatory, New York, is 
given aB authority for the Btatement that 
in a day or two astronomers will have 
Bettled juat what direction the now orb 
will take, how fast it will travel and 
hence just when it will hit us. 

In view of the frequency with which 
people have been alarmed over cometary 
visitations, it ia hope-lees to eupposo that 
this new sensation will not evoke fear- 
some anticipations. We wish therefore 
to add that it is all a matter of guess 
work. It is highly improbable that the 
astronomers, whose names have been 
used ao freely, have expressed the views 
attributed to them, except in the most 
general way. Naturally a scientific man, 
when he witnesses any phenomenon, 
speculates upon its cause and ita proba- 
ble effect. It baa been said that imagina- 
tion playB no part in science. This ia 
not true. It may play no part in the 
proof of natural laws; but even iu mathe- 
matics imagination hiiB Ub work to 
do. Ordinarily men of science keep 
their itnaginiugs to themselves until 
they have demonstrated their proba- 
bility. Then they publish them as 
theories. Nowadays, however, the 
ubiquitous newspaper reporter has pen- 
etrated into the laboratory of the chem- 
ist and tho observatory of the astrono- 
mer, and has subjected the occupants of 
both of them to crosa examination. lie 
gets a name and a suggestion, and upen 
that he can construct a sensation of any 
si/o that strikes his fancy. Therefore, 
while there are doubtless very interest- 
ing things taking place upon the sun, 
there is not the slightest ground for sup- 
posing it to have been proved that a 
planet is to be launched at ua or launch- 
ed in any direction, even though in the 
interview with Professor Brooka he ia 
alleged to have said that astronomers 
have been looking for euch an event for 
two thousand years. No one need fear to 
gi to sleep at night lest before morning a 
planet may come smashing through the 
roof and catch him asleep. 



A SOL All SENSATION. 

If on a clear day you look at the sun 
through a piece of smoked glass, you 
will see a black point. This is, in fact, 
a collection of Bmall spots, using the 
word small iu a relative sense. The area 
is 110,000 by 70,000 miles. The earth 
might bo dropped into the Epace aa 
readily as an ordinary marble can lie 
dropped into tho mouth of a six-inch 
tlower pot. Photograph}'' shows the 
whole area to be a scene of tremendous 
activity. The photographs show huge 
waves, fountains and whirlpools, mov- 
ing at, terrific velocity. If they are jets 
of flame and of sufficient density, they 
would toss the earth around as a cork 1b 
tossed by a jet of water. Their exact 
nature is not known, but they have 
some effect upon magnetic conditions on 
the earth. There are periods of maxi- 
mum and minimum solar activity, 
which occur in a general way at Inter* 
vala of eleven years. The present is one 
of what are usually reckoned aa minimum 
periods, and tho occurrence of such a 
great demonstration is a surprise to 
astronomers. This is about aa far as 
a ay one can speak with certainty on tho 
subject. 

lint nowadays sensationalism baa 
found itB way into many observatories, 
and tho world ia being treated to a lot of 
speculation which is interesting, in the 
euino manner as Jules Verne's and Rider 
Haggard's romances are. It ia viorth 
while, therefore, to refer to the etories 
for this reason, as well as for tho addi- 
tional one that many persona will read 
what is being printed in ottier papers 
and be disposed to think that something 
very remarkable has been discovered. 

Ono astronomer has ventured the 
opinion that a new planet ia being bom, 
and that, in tho course of what may not 
bo a very long time, it will be sent whirl- 
ing ofT into space to take its position as 
an attendant upon the eun.

We do not 
aay this is intended to create the im- 
pression that the Klondyke is in Alaska, 
hut we noto that the map-maker haB 
carefully omitted to place the word 
Canada anywhere on the sheet. Even 
when it camo to printing tho Canadian 
mining regulations, care is taken to avoid 
mentioning that they relate to Canada. 
But it ia in dealing with the outfitting

the folder cuta himself loose in great 
shape. Tho principal Btatement to which 
we take exception is that to the effect 
that 70 per cent, of everything used in 
outfitting must ho purchased by Cana- 
dian traders in the United States.

BELIEVED THE CAPTAIN. 

Magistrate Macrae Decides That John Cut- 
ler Was Not ShanKhaied But 
n Stowaway. 

The story nf John Cutler, the man who 
claimed he was shanghaied from Cnllno, 
was retold in the provincial police court 
yesterday, when Captain Harrison, of the 
Senator, was charged under the British 
Merchant Shipping Act with not having 
signed Cutler before the British consul at 
Callao, as required by law. 

Cutler's narrative of his troubles from 
the witness box was similar to the story al- 
ready told In the Colonist. He claimed 
thai he was shanghaied, and that when he 
applied to the captain to be set ashore, the 
vessel was not more than four miles from 
land, and he could have been sent to land 
on the tug along with a friend of the cup- 
tain's, and u ship's agent, who were stand- 
ing by w hen he spoke to the skipper. 

A couple of sui lors corroborated Cutler's 
story, but Captain Harrison and 
First Ollicer Walsh contradicted ii 
flatly. The captain said that Cutler hail 
applied lo him to shin at Callao, but 
had been refused and was ordered ashore 
before the vessel left. Nexl morning, how- 
ever. Culler had showed up when the vessel 
was 125 miles from shore, and when it was 
impossible tn land him. Cutler had said 
he was destitute and the captain had given 
him clolhes from the slop dies! and al- 
lowed him to work his passage to Vii - 
toria. 

The Magistrate dismissed the charge, 
holding I hai Cutler had been a stowaway. 

A second sui I against Captain Harrison 
for $25, wages aliened to he due to I'utler 
was postponed till -Monday. Mr. Frank 
Higirins for Cutler; Mr. Hubert t'as.idy 
for Captain Harrison.

Still it is understood that there 
is no constitutional difficulty to prevent 
His Honor Lieutenant-Governor Mc- 
Innea, after the speech from the throne, 
being invited to take a seat on the floor 
of the house and enjoying the after cere- 
monies. 

The Arion Club will sing"God Save the 
Queen," and other patriotic airs; there 
will be music by the Fifth Regiment 
band; and opportunity will be taken of 
the moving of ttie formal resolutions for 
addresses by the Premier and other 
members of the house. 

That ia the programme roughly 
blocked out, but it is still tentative and 
liable to changes. Daring the evening 
the buildings will bo brilliantly illumin- 
ated and the memberB will receive their 
friends and show them over the beauti- 
ful structure. 

Outside of the official programme 
there is some talk of a ball in the drill 
shod, if that building can be secured, on 
the evening; after the opening of the 
legislature. 

In the meantime the workmen are 
buBily engaged putting final touches on 
the buildings. A very fine effect is be- 
ing produced on the inside of the great 
dome by touching the plaster work here 
aud there with silver. The clearing 
away of the rubbish on the grounds and

Said to Have Been Killed mid De- 
voured by Wild Animals Driven 
to the Coast by Snowstorms. 

Friday evening's mail by the Charmer 
brought the Colonist a letter which 
from the post mark on the envelope was 
evidently mailed from Thurlow Island 
on the 15th instant, and which itBell 
hears date of "Knight's Inlet, Decem- 
ber 1." The news which it contains is 
startling in the extreme, and may or 
may not be confirmed by later advices. 
Briefly, the writers assert that during 
the extremely cold weather and heavy 
snow of late November, a band of hun- 
gry cougars were forced down to the 
coast where two prospectors were en- 
gaged on a mining claim, and wild with 
hunger, attacked these men — killed and 
devoured them. The Colonist is not in 
a position to vouch for the reliability of 
the gruesome tale, but gives it herewith 
in the language of the letter referred to: 

Kniuiit's Inlet. Dee. 1, 180". 
To the Editor of the Victoria Colonist: 

Dear Sir: As I am n stranger herein 
Britisu Columbia and your paper is the 
only one I have seen as yet, I will tell you 
of an awful thing that happened here" on 
the 251 h November. There were two young 
men prospecting up ihe Inlet they were 
drilling on a ledge on the shore ami there 
came a heavy snow storm and it drove all 
tin' wild animals down to tin- beach 

The cougars and t he wolves are as plenti- 
ful as squirrels, but these two went lo work 
the morning after the storm, and it seems 
that they scarcely landed at their work 
when they were 'attacked by a hand ol 
cougars and both devoured and eaten up. 

Me anil my ncrtner came along about 
t welve o'clock and found not hing but. a few 
bones and six big cougars on the spot. We 
picked up nil Ihe remains, and that was 
not much, fur they had eat all of them ex- 
cept lour pieces id' hones That is all we 
could lind there.

Earnest Appeal for Hie Establish' 
meut of a Children's 
Aid Society. 



A Plea for the Preservation of the 
Ornamental Trees of Gov- 
ernment Grounds. 



To the Editor: — No nut' is interested in 
denying or in minifying the value of some of 
the Valient problems which at this unique 
moment are absorbing the interest and 
strength of city and province alike; hut 
one may confidently assert that one of the 
questions, big with destiny, has not yet re- 
ceived the attention its importance de- 
mands, i. e., the protection and training of 
children— particularly of the boys who are 
much in evidence on our city streets after 
nightfall. A community is great not alone, 
or even chielly, because of prosperous busi- 
ness enterprises, progressive public works 
increased 'luxury and growing revenues, 
but rather in proportion to the quality of 
its men— the integrity, nobility and patri- 
otism of its citizens. 

Has it not been demonstrated, times 
without number, that is is possible for an 
individual or community successfully to 
cultivate the industrial, acquisitive, social 
BUd aesthetic faculties, and lose the divine 
and surpassing art. of develni ing the man 
and the patriot ! In saying this. I profess 
not to declare any new thought, but to in- 
vite attention anew to the royal importance 
of the training of our future citizens. It 
belongs not to the scope of this letter to 
point out the delect, or fasten the blame, 
but simply to assert, what is most com- 
monly conceded, that the condition of a 
lar(.e number of our boys and girls betrays 
the fact that our system — or lack of system 
— of training our "children - not alone pa- 
rental but communal training— is gravely 
defective. 

With not a few of our best citizens have I 
discussed this matter (luring the last year 
or two, and with one consent they agree 
that n wrong exists and that steps should 
immediately he taken to rectify it. 

Hut time is moving on ; boys ere becom- 
ing men and nothing is being done to save 
many of them to the stale, to society and 
to a worthy manhood. If some of the lads 
recently sentenced to the common gaol 
ever attain to high and patriotic. citizenship 
it will be despite feirful odds now against 
them. Thank God. I believe in the possi- 
bility of any of them reaching up to worthy 
citizenship in earthly empire not merely, 
but also to obtain a nobler heritage in God's 
eternal kingdom. 

But alas, how few of such attain the 
possible! How many of those composing 
the vagrant, vicious and criminal classes of 
to-day — menacing property and life and 
national institutions, burdening the in- 
dustrious for the maintenance of their 
worse than useless lives, and inoculating 
the body social with the deadly virus of 
their moral corruption— how many of these. 
I say, might have been self-respecting and 
valued citizens had they received a few 
years ago a little of the intelligent and 
sympathetic consideration to which their 
incomputable value to God and man en- 
titled them; and which, on the lowest scale 
of estimation an " enlightened self-in- 
terest " on the part of the electorate would 
have prompted ! We believe this province 
to be big with the potential of a future 
greatness which no one is hold 
enough to measure. We welcome the 
call which such swiftly widening 
horizon and novel opportunities present 10 
lis— summoning us as with trumpet tones, 
to keep abreast of the t bought and progress 
of the age in all legitimate and scientilio 
development. Hut with what scathing 
judgment must posterity scorch our mem- 
ory, if we make application of this call 
only, or even mainly, to material develop- 
ment, whilst we leave our boys, or any 
considerable portion of them' to grow up 
unheeded, into disintegrating, destructive 
and corrupting for esjin society? Js it, for 
example abreast of the scientific criminol- 
ogy or our time to sentence boys to terms 
in gaol and penitentiary? (wh eh with the 
very best care are often but training schools 
in vice and crime). And that too at a first 
serious effort at correction ? At present no 
other course is open to judges and magis- 
trates. Surely this ought not so to be. 

Again and again I have urged likely per- 
sons to initiate a movement on behalf of 
children— particularly "street boys" hut 
without success Although some*hat re- 
luctant, on many accounts, I deemed it 
dutiful to move in tins matter, and have 
taken ttie responsibility upon myself to 
call a public, meeting lor Monday evening, 
20th inst , in Temperance hall, Pandora 
street, at 7:18 p.m. The purpose of the 
meeting is (1) To consider the advisability 
of forming a Children's Aid Society V-) II 
advisable to take steps to effect organiza- 
tion (3) To arrange fora Christmas tree for 
street buys. It is earnestly hoped that this 
gathering will he representative of t he best 
elements ol our city; it is not intended to 
be sectarian or sectional but a communal 
movement 

His Honor tie' Lieutenant-Governor has 
kindly consented to take the chair. The 
public meeting will he over by eight o'clock 
to allow friends to fulli! othei engagement 
for that evi ning.

The Americans ap- 
preciated the genius of 01 instead at Wash- 
ington and elsewhere, and in England and 
on the Continent Putton, and Milner have 
produced landscape gardening that is the 
pride of the owners and a public enjoy- 
ment. 

It is not merely a question of sticking in 
trees and shrubs as some self-constituted 
ignoramus deems best, hut the careful 
selection of trees and shrubs to their iden- 
tical positions and t heir artistic grouping, 
to set off not only themselves, but also the 
buildings to their best advantage. It re- 
quires intimate knowledge of the habits 
and grow th of the individual trees to en- 
sutc that artificial blending of form and 
color that goes to make up the perfect tout 
ensemble. 

My own personal experience led me to 
call in Mr. Milner. of Sydenham, to advise 
in laying out the grounds and approaches 
to several large houses in which I was con- 
cerned, and always with the happiest re- 
sults. 1 1 is in this case worth securing the 
best possible advice to arrive at the best at- 
tainable results. This is no rollection upon 
Mr. Rittenbury's taste and skill, on the 
contrary, 1 think he will see the value and

ONLY A CHEAP BLUFF. 



Since Few United States Citizens Go 
Sealing the Prohibition Is 
Mainly for Show. 



Canadian Sealers Will Go Ahead and 
Kind Markets Though Prices 
May_SuIIer. 



The Washington dispatch published yes- 
terday morning, stating that the further 
bringing of seal skins into the United 
States would be absolutely prohibited, cre- 
ated no little discussion among local seal- 
ers and those who are interested in the in- 
dustry. The opinion is expressed that one 
of the first effects of the provision will be 
to depress the market price of skins, but 
that ultimately the industry as regards 
Canada will not suffer much. 

The present sealing season promised to 
open up well, and preparations have been 
going on for some weeks, indicating an ac- 
tive prosecution of the Industry. One rea- 
son lor this is that seal skins are at present 
commanding a higher price than last year; 
in fact at the present prices there appears 
to be once more " money in the business " 

At the last London sales, on the Dth in- 
stant, the price was 20 per cent, higher all 
round than lust year, and the news acted 
as a stimulus here. 

Mr. K. B. Marvin, who has been promin- 
ent in the industry for many years, said to 
the Colonist yesterday speaking of tbe new 
legislation: "The attempt to thus deal a 
blow at the Canadian sealing industry may 
yet prove futile. I don't think it will deter 
any Victorian sealer who has made prepara- 
tions from going out this season. The 
United States, it is i rue, is a big market for 
sealskins, but I think our catch will not be 
so great that it cannot he disposed of ad- 
vantageously in foreign markets. < >ne 
effect the measure would naturally be ex- 
pected to have will be to depress the market 
in London for sealskins. There has re- 
cently been an advance in prices and the 
provision is brought forward at a rather in- 
opportune time for us I confess. We have 
hardly had time to consider this obnoxious 
provision, but it will have no effect in de- 
terring us from operating as hitherto. 
Some small sealers may be scared out, but 
the majority I think will go ahead as 
though the provision named had never been 
put in." 

Mr. R. Seabrook, of R. P. Rithet it Co., 
Ltd., took a different view of the situation. 
He said: •• There is a large stock of old 
skins on the market at present, and one ot 
the effects of this measure will be to de- 
press the prices. At the last London sales 
better prices were realized than for some 
time past, and this led us tO believe that 
we might look for a prosperous season. If 
the measure has the effect I think it may 
have, we can look for no improvement in 
the industry this year. Ultimately, I be- 
lieve the provision will not n fleet us." 

The American sealers will naturally not 
do much sealing, and with a restricted 
catch, the market supply will soon be ex- 
hausted by the foreign trade, giving us 
again buoyant prices. Some sealers here 
may, upon learning of the provision, de- 
cide not to go out this season, but I think 
the greater portion of the Victoria fleet, 
notwithstanding the American, h>".f?, will 
souu be proceeding towards the various 
sealing groliiiiJs along the Coast and in the 
Northern Pacific. The object of the pro- 
vision is, 1 think, to discourage us in this 
important industry, and this object will 
fail as far as most of us are concerned." 

Captain William Grant, whose interests 
in sealing matters are very considerable, 
states to the Colonist that lie did not think 
thi provision would ever pass tlie Presi- 
dent. " In any ease," he said, "it will in 
no way alter my decision to send my ves- 
sels out this season as usual, it is unite 
possible that the market may become de- 
pressed for a time by this legislation, but I 
don't think it will remain so, as the Eur- 
opean demand for skins is very large, and 
it will take all the available supply to' till 
it. It strikes me that while this provision 
is aimed at the Canadian industrj, it is 
also a big bin 11 on the part of the States in 
view of the fact that the Retiring Sen arbi- 
tration laws expire next fall. They want 
to make it appear that by prohibiting the 
sale of sealskins in their country they are 
making a move in the right direction for 
preventing the extermination of the seals. 
The prohibitory provision will not affect 
the American sealers in the Pacific ocean 
much, as in late years their operations 
have been practically nil, only a few ves- 
sels each year having gone out from San 
Francisco and Sound ports."

TO PREACH WITHOUT PAY. 

A Pastor Gives Up a Wealthy City Congre- 
gation to Labor for Love in 
the Country. 

\"ew York, Dec. IS. — The Rev. Dr 
James Farrar, pastor of the First Ke- 
formed church, Brooklyn, has deter- 
mined as soon as matters can be adjust- 
ed, to give his life to tho preaching of 
the gospel without pay, and he intends 
to remove to his humble country home 
at Idle wild, Pennsylvania, and take a 
pastorate in a community which does 
not believe in a paid ministry. Dr. Far 
rar during the week of prayer will hold 
service every eveninc and will explain 
tho meaning of the Koswick movement, 
to which he has given his whole allegi 
ance. lie attended the meetings at tho 
town of Koswick, in England, whil 
abroad last summer. Dr. Farrar will 
make a great sacrifice in taking this 
atep. He has recently purchased a hand 
some home on President street; he has 
a large and influential church, with a 
number of wealthy men in the congrega 
tion, and is in recipt of a salary of $6,000 
a year. Dr. Farrar believes that on an 
income of $500 a year lie can support 
himself and family in the country, and 
when he has arranged his private affairs 
so that this will be practically assured to 
him he will take up his now work. 



iNO DESIGNS ON HAWAII. 

Views of Japan's Government Stated by the 
Minister at Washington. 

Washington, Dec. 18. — The views at 
tribtited to ex-Secretary Foster in a 
recent interview in relation to the al- 
leged danger of Japan dominating in 
Hawaii in tho event of the failure of an- 
nexation, have occasioned much com- 
ment among tho Japanese officials in 
this city. The Japanese minister said 
to-day that in his opinion it was hardly 
fair to attempt to draw Japan into the 
annexation controversy in this manner. 

"A well-informed person," said he, 
" knows that Japan is holding directly 
alool from that controversy, and that 
her government has given conclusive 
proof of the fact that it lias no designs, 
immediate or remote, upon tne Ha- 
waiian islands. The friends of annex- 
ation might therefore well afford to al- 
low the question to bo settled upon its 
merits without constantly endeavoring 
to ubo Japan as a catspaw. Tho al- 
legod danger of Japanese domination has 
always been a stock argument with some 
of the over-zealous friends of annexa- 
tion, but it has been repeatedly refuted 
anil its repetition can seive no good pur- 
pose. Japanese immigration into Ha- 
waii depends on no other question than 
that of demand and supply. As quickly 
as the demand for Japanese labor in 
Hawaii ceases Japanese immigration 
will end."
